3. Claims 1-17 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: the prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest the recited limitations of the 
claimed invention including the dual mode decoder being configured to operate in the 
two modes, wherein the decoder responsive to the first control signal for switching from 
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the first mode for decoding a turbo encoded data stream to the second mode for 
decoding a viterbi encoded data stream during decoding of a turbo code block so that to 
interrupt decoding of the turbo code block and responsive to a second control signal for 
switching from the second mode back to the first mode .
